Value Of Foundation Work 
In Study Of Medicine 

Stressed

"Tho mctllea! man. .nftcr .it least sev- 
en yea-.f o: cihu;ui<in iv.ay never even 
be cduoaioii oiioiipli to support liim- 
Mlf, let alone a family." 

Dr. Burgess, who is Clinical pro- 
fessor of G.vnaccolop.v and Obstrcllcf, 
addressed the society on the subject 
■■Jlediclno and Medical Kdiicalion, its 
Mistake? aiKi i\it>ibilit:e£". He stres- 
sed the need uf foundations p.i4-ticu- 
larly in the learning of and the prac- 
tice of medicine. "It you have never 
built your casllos in Spain, go to it, 
build ;ijcni prand and .cloriou.». bui 
remember when you have finished to 
put a good foundation under iheiii. 
Th«i reason why one building can rise 
above those around it, Is l^ca,use it 
has foundn; : ;hat go ritht dow n 
lo bed reck. .-^i'.n.l i/l.v. if a medical 
mar. is to rise abov ;l-,e iiam-dnim. 
he must have proi'er foundations". 

The case roporl was of a rather 
different nature and was finally cor- 
rectly diagnosed as culminating In 
the burninc of tli? ao:;n.. giving rise 
to death within two minutes. 

Dr. Burgess outlined the ideals tor 
a more perfect medical course. The 
student on graduating should not be 
more than iwcnty-two or twenty- 
three years of age. Under the proper 
system, he is quite qualified to go on 
•Jid specialize from that point. 

•■The medical course should be 
ihortencd to four year.-;. Four years 
Js' Ipng enough to graduate in med- 
icine; four year? is long enough to 
learn to study; long enough to teach 
the student how to learn to study; 
four years is long enough to teach 
the physician to lay a foundation." 

"From the ;ige.« of fourteen to 
eighteen," .said J.)r. Burgc-s.«, • the stu- 
dent should be taught chemistry, bio- 
logy, physics, liaetcriolopy, which .vil! 
then enable hjm to so on and .nl iho 
age of tiv..'nty-t« u, iie i?^ oir] enough 
to Stan as n hoii:-c doiior." 

The speaker strc.-i.'ed particularly 
the study uf the JSng'.ish language for 
the basis of a medical educ?tion. "Th<; 
etudent should know liow to put 
words into scntentef, fentenof'f imo 
jiaragraphs, paragraphs into ciia piers 
and chapters Into books." "He should 
kpow l<atin and Greek, not as dead 
languages, but as n living part of our 
.«peech. lie should be able to speak 
.'inothcf modern langujif br.>-ides 
Kngiish. for lie is thus cn;.bled lo ;ivc 
not one but iwo ii\cs." 

"The value of anatomy, both in.nr- 
roscoplc and niii-roscopic cannot be too 
greatly emphasized; it should not be 
confined solely ti> the lirsl year, but 
should I'oliuiv t)i;'..'ii^ii liic uhoic 
course. ICvery cilnic siiould preface 
each case by an anatomical and phy- 
elological study of the part affected." 

"In this Canada of ours, there arc 
many luuns of .1 'rw hundred people, 
esljr(;iully in tiic inore iiMi'ihcrii part.s 
ulirre llie only jx-rM.," »iio can pro- 
tect it is the incdit'al man. 11c should 
know food and water-born diseases, 
and how to conduct in llic f.aco of an 
•pideniic. and .Ul^! .is iinpuriant nf- 
Ihcsp. 1"' s;ionlo 'i.i\r -.'nr . oiiriilcnc' 
that goes wlih kU'.'H iedge." 

"Perhaps the very best i>art of Uic 
epurse Jias been l.ikrn away. This 
was when the practical diicussion. of 
cases hy tbo !li;ilcnt and pracillioncr 
took plaic" J)i-. JJurfjrsK remarked 
that lie bad probob'.v learnt more 
thrçugh this than lie did in any 
whole year while he was .it McGill. 

"The fihal year is nftor nil ihc 
most Important. It Is then that the 
student should be laugiii wliat iic 
will meet in lii.s first jears of prac- 
tice. Every department should w-rlte 
down In b'ack and white ^^•hat is 
necessary for the student who Is 
leaving lo take up a practice. .Votli- 
Ing should be left to • Ijancc. Thtro 
*re very obvious things that will oc- 
cur In the first few ye.ar.s nftor grad- 
uation and' these should be attended 
to."

Kach problem miisl he .considered 
further In Its relation to Ihc larger 
pi-obleins of the community. SocI.il 
workers are ready to accept the the- 
ory ot social causation hut are rather 
promo to apply II in a wholesome 
ni.iiiner to specialized fields of end- 
c ivour. They are lax |n realizing Its 
lignifiraiice in Hie larger communil.V, 
and in Irealiiig in their relation to 
this' larger unit. Until they do, 1 hey 
cannot hopo In effect any real change 
in tho present social organiz.atlon. 

AVhIlc It Is well to know tho social 
cause of hohavlor problems nnd to 
correct them In an artificial environ- 
ment, rcsultB obtained In this way arc 
not permanent. Eventually ihe per- 
sons dealt with must again become a 
part of a community from which lliny 
coino and In which ihc inoblem 10- 
inains, the saniR as when they were 
1.1 lien lint of 11. The success of social 
workers depends on their ahlllly lo 
use their environment not as It ought 
In be but as It Is.

Bad Men Loved 
By Good Women 

Poem By Chaucer Reviewed 
At Literary Society 

Chaucer's "Legend of Good Wo- 
men" was the topic of the ptiper read 
yesterday afternoon at tho meeting 
of the lUnsIi&h Literaturo Society, 
held In the Arts Building at 4 p.m. 
Kogcr (lough, an' honor student in 
Uie Deiiarlment ot Kngii.sh, and one 
of the oldest members ot tho So- 
ciety, delivered this paper, and ans- 
wered numerous questions at Us 
close. 

"The Legend of Oood Women" 
deals with tho fortunes of I i nly .i,-ood 
women who loved unworthy men. 
Only Spring could take Chancer 
away from his books. Ho loved to bo 
with the flowers, his favorite beln'ï 
llio da ^.\'. So that one (if the 
ch.ir.ictera in the "Legend of (ioo:l 
Women" Is represented as a Daisy. 

"From certain lines. It Is evident 
that the "Logend of flood Women" 
was ^\rilten l>etween the dates of 
.lainiary 11, 1382 and .lanuaiT T, 1301, 
tho date of Queen Anne's death. 

"This poem is divided Into Pro- 
logues .V and B. Prologue B Is- sup- 
po.sed to h!i\<t been written In the 
lato .Spring of 13S6; Prologue A Uif 
1304. At the death of tho Q'lteen tho 
king burned the castlo In which sh3 
died nnd would not allow any re- 
ference to bo inado to her. So the 
references to Cjuccn .\nne in Pro- 
logue B were ommlted and a few 
changes made and tho result was 
what Is known as Prologue .\. 

".Many parts of tho Legend of 
(iood ■Women were drawn from Mar- 
guerito Poems, Doccaclo's Illnstrnto, 
and ; Dante. Tho Legends owe much 
to OvUI, from which Chaucer fro- 
juently translated passages."

Reports Given 
at J ournal Club 

On Magnetism And 
Electricity Delivered 

M;-. C. T. J>,ane and Dr. Watson, 
botii of the .McCllI Physics Depart- 
ment gave the roport.i on graduate 
research work, which wore the feat- 
ures on the program of the ".lournal 
Club'' mecling. heUl yes;.^;-day In the 
Macdonald Phvsic.i? Bn: ding at .", 
p.m. .Mr. I.r.'.ie spoUe on ".Magnetism 
and .Xuclear Structure". "The latest 
researches", h« said, "prove that 
there la a remarkable rise of mag- 
netic Busceptibllity in a solid or ijfiuld 
clian.gcd to a vaporous state, over the 
susceptibility of the liquid itse'f. In 
some cases the difference amount? to 
as much as 15Cc, tliis variation being 
especially noticeable In the case of 
caesium, a metal with which Mr. 
Lane had been experimenting. "The 
diamagnetic contributior. to uiagn.:- 
tism of a substance is due to atomic 
or electronic action, this being so". 
Jlr. Uine said, "it is hard lo see why 
the difference in magnetic susceptibi- 
lity between the' solid .and the liquid 
state should c.\is;.'' 

Mr. Lane repuricd on Hie latest e.-c- 
perimenis resarding the structure ot 
radioactive atoms. These radioactive 
atoms consist ot a nucleus, and a 
number ot particles, ; protons and 
two electrons. He said that latest ex- 
periments prove both the nucleus and 
particle.'' to be magnets. 

Dr. Watson followed with a talk, 
telling how modern electrical engin- 
eering is meeting the demands of the 
public for newly-designed genera- 
tors ot c'ectricily. Due to the vogue 
ot batteryle-^s radios there is a cry- 
ing need tor electric current without 
ripples. These ripples are mainly 
caused by stray high voltages, gen- 
erated by the niiiiaturo coil as it ro- 
tates within the ruils of the elei.tro- 
inagueis. liPsides tiicse aiiniiylni^ rip- 
ples, the commutators have to be 
specially protected against these 
stray high voltages. Dr. Watson, 11- 
liistr.atlng his talk with slides, show- 
ed how the (leneral Klectric eiiijin- 
ecrs have solved this problem by 
winding auxiliary coils on tho poles 
of the clectromab,icts. Tho current in 
these coils Is In an opposite direction 
to that in the armature, thj two cur- 
rents b.a'anco each other and thus 
Hie stray bisb voltages arc iii'\ked.

The Pulp iiiid Paper Rosoardi Institute 
which w:u* (ifl'ioially nponod last week by His 
Exeolloncy Lord Willingdon. is an interesting 
■experiment in co-operation between a Univer- 
sity, an Industry, and a Government. The chief 
purpose of this Institute is to oo-ordinale the 
cTiorts of the JicGill Department, of Industrial 
and Cellulose Chemistry, the Pulj) and Paper 
^ Division of the Forc.<t Products Laboratory of 
Vhe Dominion Government, .mul the executive 
offices of ihc Canadian Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation. Tiie newly opened building is the home 
of these three organizations. 

The Pulp and Paper Industry ranks second 
among our national :ndu.«trie.*. being surpassed 
only by Agriculture. Canada's va.n forests pro- 
viding raw m:n3rial for this industry are tre- 
mendous. It is therefore in the interests of 
the whole nation that every oiforl .'should be 
made not only to discover the most .««cientifie 
and economical processes for manufacturing 
ihv ]vj.liii p.rid paper, but aJso to develop proces- 
.<?es by v.-hich waste products may be turned into 
ns£f-al by jiroducîs. The Research Institute, by 
discovering the means of eliminating the 
.slightest wastage in such a great industry, may 
justify its existence by saving lo the country 
nany times the cost of its up-keep and founda- 
tion, 'i 

Those who planned the building made pro- 
vi.=.ion for every step in the experimental stage 
ci ;: U' V,- pi'oces.-. The Institute is furni.shed 
with laburatones in which graduate .students 
from any universities carry on research work 
Ic:..'- -iing upon tho Pnlp aiid Papei' Indu.4ry. It 
is ai.so equipped with a complete manufacturing 
i:i]ant on a .'^mall scale in which the processes 
developed in the laboratories ynay be practically 
tested out for their commercial fitness. The 
products of the experimental processes are then 
te.-tec! foj- (juality and comercial value, thus 
making tlif )-esearch complete. 

The authorities of the three organizations 
winch have been instrumental in the founda- 
tion of thi.s Research Inittitutc are to be com- 
' mended for their foresight and enterprize. It 
is a co-o])erHtive undertaking which deserves 
the beyt v.irhi's of al! Canadian.^. Canada's 
forest v,-ealth belongs to her citizents; it is an 
heritage ii> the proper use and preservation of 
which we should be iiilurei^ied. 



FOUNDATIONS 



"The university should see to it that a stu- 
dent is propei'jy equipped to jtraclise when he 
grad'uates," .said Prof. H. C. JBurgess before the 
Medical undergraduate .society last night. Pie 
cmphiLsized ])ai-tic-u!arly a knov.iedge of water- 
born and food diseases as well as how to con- 
duct oneself in the face of an epidemic, for those 
who intend lo take work of a genera! practi- 
tioner in the small northern towns of the Do- 
minion. In regard to this he advised that each 
depai'tment .•^hould is.sue to the .students 'who are 
leaving the details of the many things that 
each will without doubt run up against in the 
fii'st years his practice. 

That a nuidical .student be properly 
equipped for liis medical cour.se before he be- 
gins was one of the many excellent points 
brought up. Under .such a system a medical 
cour.se v>ould Jiot need to run more than four 
years, and at the end of that time the student 
will liave plenty of time to con.sider that in 
v.-hich lie inttnd.s to .specialize. 

■ Thi.s would .seem to be a particularly good 
idea, for with .such a foundation any one who 
graduates in medicine will not waste his fjrst 
years, but will be able to put them to. good ad- 
vantage in specializing at a hospitaL 

In speaking of the foundation necessary, 
Dr. Burgess emphasized the study first of the 
Engish language, then of Latin and Greek, and 
if at al! possible, the study of some modern 
language. 

Here again a prominent man advances as 
a basi;j for his career, a liberal education. Thi,s 
was advocated several centuries ago by John 
Miîton, and though it has been stressed from 
time to tima, mo.st college ,student.s have not 
yet come; to the full i-e;-.!izalion of it. It may l>e 
rather diffic;('.i, I)ut the fad of a liberal educa- 
tion for .-ill c!j!.'c[;o !;tudnnt3 Avill, wc predict, be 
the dream of futui"j s aicatora.
